NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the gth November, 1964 

S.O. 3841. —In pursuance of sub-section (2) of section 9 of the 
Delimitation Commission Act, 1962, the Delimitation Commission 
hereby publishes its proposals in respect of the distribution of the 
seats allotted to the State of Punjab in the House of the People and 
the seats assigned to the Legislative Assembly of that State to terri¬ 
torial constituencies and the delimitation thereof and specifies the 
24'h December, 1964 as the date on or after which the proposals 
will be further considered by it. 

Any objections or suggestions in regard to these proposals 
should reach the Secretary of the Delimitation Commission (Tal- 
katora Road Barracks, New Delhi-i), before the said date. It will 
facilitate prompt consideration if they are in English. 

PROPOSALS 

1. The territorial constituencies into which the State of Punjab 
shall be divided for the purpose of elections to (a) the Legislative 
Assembly of the State and (b) the House of the People and the 
extent of each constituency and the constituencies which are reserv¬ 
ed for the Scheduled Castes shall be as shown in Table A and 
Table B, respectively. 

2. Where the name of a constituency as shown in the Tables is 
distinguished by the brackets and letters "(SC)”, the seat in that 
constituency is reserved for the Scheduled Castes.

DISSENTING PROPOSALS OF ASSOCIATE MEMBERS

Meham and Salhawas Assembly Constituencies have remained reserved for 
members of Scheduled Castes during the last three General Elections after freedom. 
To render justice to the General population of these Constituencies and also to the 
Scheduled Castes Population of the rest of the district other than Meham and 
Salhawas, these constituencies should be dereserved this time. This will redeem 
a solemn assurance given in the Parliament by the Late Home Minister Pandit 
G.V. Pant who piloted the Bill of Abolition of Double Member Constituencies, in 
reply to speeches of Members of Parliament desiring rotation of representation 
So far as Rohtak District is concerned, this can be easily done. In fact the Com¬ 
mission themselves have changed their original proposals in some cases and have 
reserved Nihal Singh Wala in place of Baghapurana (District Ferozepore) and 
Adampur instead of Phillaur (in Jullundur District.). 

As a matter of fact this proposal to dereserve Meham and Salhawas and reserve 
Kalanaur as one of the Reserved Constituency was submitted to the Commission 
on 12-10-1964 by the Three Associate Member, namely, Saravashri Devi Lai, 
Hardwari Lai and myself. The proposal to reserve Kalanaur in place of Meham 
was given to the Commission signed by myself and Giani Gurmukh Singh Musafir, 
M.P., and Shri Sadhu Ram, M. P., earlier. This means all the associate Members 
had endorsed and supported this proposal.

The reasons for the above mentioned proposals are that if we look at the pres tnt 
proposals of the Commission, PCs 15 and 16 seen unnaturally added and militate 
against the legal provisions contained in section 9(1) (a) of the Dehmilat’t n C< re¬ 
mission Act, 1962. There should be no objection in fact to adding PCs 15 end 16 
to Rohtak City Constituency, as they are divided by a pucca metalled Road (Fchuk- 
Jhajjar) from the rest of the constituency of Kalanaur and are nearer to Rohuk, 
They were originally parts of Rohtak Constituency. In fret FC 16 is snbuibtn. 
Both PCs 15 and 16 are administrative parts of Rohtak Citj and Tahsil. There is 
no road linking them to Kalanaur.

Kalanaur should, therefore be reserved for Members of Scheduled Castes, as 
this will be the Assembly Constituency with Highest percentage and hugest con¬ 
centration of Scheduled Castes.

(1) Salawas and Mahem should not remain reserved Constituencies. They 
have been reserved Constituencies since the inception of the Constitution and it, 
therefore, seems necessary that some other two Constituencies in the district should 
be reserved in place of Mehem and Salawas. If the Commission is not inclined to 
accept the principle of rotation and if only the Constituencies with comparatively 
high concentration of Scheduled Caste population are to be reserved, the existing 
boundaries of the Constituencies may be so altered that the alterations produce two 
Constituencies (other than Mahem and Salawas) with such concentration of Sche¬ 
duled Caste population as may justify their reservation. 

(2) The existing Bahadurgarh Constituency in Rohtak District includes PCs 
15 and 16 of Beri KC. The proposals under comment have excluded these two PCs 
from the Bahadurgarh Constituency with the object of making it a manageable 
Constituency. This exclusion appears to have given umbrage to people in PCs 17, 

18 and 19 of Beri KC because there is tribal affinity among the people in PCs 15 to 

19 of Beri KC and they would like to stay together, either in Bahadurgarh Consti¬ 
tuency or in Jhajjar Constituency. Their wishes can be met in the following two 
ways :— 

(a) PCs 15 and 16 of Beri KC may be allowed to stay in Bahadurgarh 
Constituency regardless of the total size of the constituency. 

OR 

(i) PCs 17, 18 and 19 may, like PCs 15 and 16 of Beri KC, be excluded from 
Bahadurgarh Constituency and included in Jhajjar Constituency. In 
that case, PCs 10, n, 12 and 21 of Beri KC may be included in Bahadur¬ 
garh Constituency.
